Sadat’s cabinet quits 


CAIRO. May 12 (R) — Egyptian Prime 
Minister Mustapha Khalil submitted his 
cabinet's resignation Monday in preparation 
for major political and economic changes 
expected tn be announced Wednesday by 
President Anwar Sadat. Dr. Khalil told 
reporters the cabinet su mined its resignation 
to President Sadat to allow him to introduce 
changes in the country. 

In his letter of resignation. Khalil said: 
"Now that a new stage of national action 
begins, we are confident you. Mr. Sadat, will 
make the correct decision taking into consid- 
eration the country's best interests.” 

Khalifs cabinet was formed in June 1979 
and was the first party government under 
Sadat's multi-party system. It represented 
the National Democratic Party led by Sadat. 

Khalil said his cabinet had done its best and 
carried out the government's plan with "great 
capability and honesty." He told reporters he 
is placing himself at the disposal of Sadat.” 
and I will be willing lo serve in any position he 
may ask me to fill.” 

Meanwhile. a group of 54 prominent Egyp- 
tians including two former vice presidents 
and five former ministers. Monday called for 
a more representative system of government 
and'eritirized what they described as ad hoc 
individual derisions. 

In a statement, they accused Sadat’s gov- 
ernment of disregarding the constitution and 
making opposition irrelev ant. As an example 
of ad hoc individual derisions, the statement 
noted Sadat' s decision last month to offer the 
United Slates military facilities for its abor- 
tive attempt to rescue the American hostages 
in Tehran. 

The cabinet was not consulted, the state- 
ment said. It demanded that the president 
sh^jld not belong to any political party and 
that referenda should be held only on the 
recommendation of the People’s Assembly 
(Parliament). 

Referenda were no more than a cover for 
individual decisions and could not he consi- 
dered binding, the statement said. Sadat 
often has used the referendum to get a popu- 
lar mandate on controversial issues.

Israel branded impostor 


BEIRUT, May 12 (AP) — A rightist 
leader here accused Israel Monday of posing 
as the protector of Lebanese Christians in 
order to serve its own ends in Lebanon. 

"Israel has its own interests and ambitions. 
It has used, and still is using us to justify its 
interference and presence" in Lebanon, said 
Dany Chamoun in an interview published by 
the independent Beirut newspaper Al An war. 

Chamoun. younger son of former Presi- 
dent Camille Chamoun. beads the “Tigers” 
mili tia of his father’s National Liberal Party. 
The Tigers were the second largest militia the 
Christians fielded in Lebanon's civil war 
a gains t an alliance of nationalist Muslims and 
Palestinians. 

It was during the 1975-76 sectarian con- 
flict that Israel began to establish links with 
the leading political parties of Lebanon’s 1.9 
million-stroDg Christian community, includ- 
ing the NLP. 

The Christian forces of the rightist alliance 
that is known as the “Lebanese Form" has 
received 60 super- Sherman tanks and long 
range artillery from Israel during the civil 
war, which was snuffed out by Syria in 
November, 1976. 

The Syrian intervention rescued the Christ- 
ians from a crushin g defeat at the hands of the 
nationalist- commando alliance. But the 
Lebanese Front later took up arms against 
the Syrian truce-enforcing army because they 
reseated peacekeeping curbs in Christians 
areas. 

Israeli Prime Minister Menafaem Begin has 
since made several declarations committing 
Israel to defend Lebanon's Christian com- 
munity in any confrontation with the Syrians 


and commandos. 

Charooun's statement Monday was the 
first public criticism ever voiced by a Leban- 
ese rightist leader of the Israeli role. 

"Israel tries to convey to the world the 
impression that it is helping and protecting 
the weak. We should not have allowed the 
Israeli manipulation to go that far." Cha- 
moun said. He said the Christians' accep- 
tance of Israeli help during the civil war was 
caused by the support given the commandos 
by some Arab countries. 

Chamoun said he was willing to undertake 
a tour of the Arab world to explain to al l Arab 
governments the intricacies of the Lebanese 
problem. Almost all .Arab governments w ere 
critical of the cooperation that developed 
between Lebanon's Chrisii.'- :s and Israel. 

This cooperation latelv r? southern 

Lebanon, where U N. pea .kv. ping farces 
have been caught in the crossfire of Israeli 
cross-border raids and Palestinian com- 
mando reprisals. 

Israel supports and arms rightist 
militiamen of Lebanese Army renegade 
Christian Maj. Saad Haddad, who controls a 
ten-kilometers deep enclave along Israel's 
100-km-long border in southern Lebanon. 

Haddad has pledged his "free Lebanon” 
enclave to fight until Palestinians and com- 
mandos are driven out from the whole of 
4.015-square-mile Lebanon. 

ChamouD's criticism of Israel is expected 
to draw a sharp reaction from Haddad, who 
boasts allegiance to the overall leadership of 
the rightist “Lebanese Front, rather than to 
the central government of President Elias 
Sarkis.

WASHINGTON, May 12 — President 
Jimmy Carter telephoned Egypt's President 
Anwar Sadat in an effort to prevent a three- 
way summit meeting on the Palestinian aut- 
onomy question until after the Democratic 
Party's presidential nominating convention 
in August, informed U.S. sources said. 

Carter was concerned about reports Sadat 
would soon assume his country's prime mittis- 
tershrp, thus making himself the chief 
negotiator in the stalled autonomy talks and 
forcing elevation of the negotiations to the 
summit level, according to the sources. 

The American pres idem believes his own 
bargaining position in a summit with Sadat 
and Israel” s Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
will remain weak until he is able to dispose of 
the political challenge from presidential con- 
tender Senator Edward Kennedy, the sources 
said. 

Carter s strategy is to avoid a " Camp 
David-style ” summit until after he wins 
renomination for a second terra as president 
at his party's convention, slated for New York 
City the week of August 11. 

In his telephone conversation with Sadat 
Monday morning. Carter discussed a cumber 
of related topics with the Egyptian leader, 
including : 

— whether Sadat truly intended to assume 
the prime ministership following the resigna- 
tion of the cabinet headed by Mustafa Khalil; 

— where Egypt currently stands on the 
autonomy talks, and under what conditions it 
will agree to resume the negotiations: and 

— ways of sidestepping the proposed 
European initiative on the Palestinians and of 
blocking any Soviet role in future peace taiks. 

Carter reportedly said that if he w ins the 
Democratic presidential nomination in 
August, he will begin applying serious pres- 
sure on Begin to compromise on the auton- 
omy question. 

Meanwhile, new Secretary of State 
Edmund Muskie Monday continued his con- 
sultations with U.S. Ambassador to Egypt 
Alfred Atherton and the American envoy to 
Israel, Samuel Lewis, whom he called back 
from their posts over the weekend. Both 
envoys blame Israel for last week's break- 
down of the autonomy talks, informed 
sources said. 

U.S. Middle East, negotiator Sol Linowitz. 
who has also returned from the Middle East, 
agrees that Israel is taking a “ hardline ” 
stand at this point. 


12 die in N.E. Lebanon fighting 


BEIRUT, May 1 2 (Agencies) — At least 
12 combatants were killed in running battles 
Sunday between Christian militiamen of the 
right-wing Phalange Party and the Social 
National Syrian Party in northeastern Leba- 
non. police and party sources reponed. 

According to police reports the two fac- 
tions deployed mortars, rockets and machine 
guns in the battle which broke out around 
noon near the Baskanta area. 55 kilometers 
northeast of here. 

The two sides accused each other of start- 
ing the flash which, according to police 
reports, left “several casualties." 

A spokesman for the SN’SP conceded his 
party lost four combatants and claimed the 


Phalangists lost eight in addition to 
“unspecified” numbers of injured on both 
sides. 

The Phalangists refused to release their 
casualty figure. 

A spokesman for the Arab peace-keeping 
force said several people were slightly 
wounded in the clash. 

It was not immediately known whether 
rightist parties, the National Liberal Party' or 
the Phalangists, suffered any casualties. 

Replying to a question, a spokesman for 
the Arab Deterrent Force said the peace 
troops command was still in contact with the 
various sides to contain the outburst and pre- 
vent a further deterioration.

RIYADH, May 12 — The Board of Direc- 
tors of the newly-formed Saudi Fishing Com- 
pany met here Monday to discuss proposals 
to bufld up fishing centers on the eastern and 
western coasts and marketing centers is die 
coastal and upcountry towns. 

The board met under Dr. Abdul Rahman 
A1 Sheikh, minister of agriculture and water. 

The company formed earlier this year fol- 
lowing approval by King Khaled with the 
intention of doubling Saudi Arabia's annual 
catch of 32,000 tons, of fish accor ding to Dr. 
Nasser Al-Saleh, director general of agricul- 
tural development at the ministry. 


marketing catches. The company will fish 
with its own fleet as well as going into joint 
ventures with international fishing com- 
panies. On the seas it will enter joint ventures 
for fish exploitation. It will market both its 
own catches and those of private fishermen. 

The initial size of the company’s fleet has 
not yet been decided although the ultimate 
aim is to have between 100 and 150 vessels of 
different sizes. Its base will be at Jubail, with a 
second stage development covering die Jizan 
area. Jeddah will be third. 


Fishing represents 13 per cent of animal 
protein consumption in the country, but 
cme-third of that is provided by canned 
imports.

Was an FBI informer 

Ex- GI killed in Hebron ambush 


TEL AVIV, May 12 (AP) — Eli 
Haze' ev, an American immigrant killed in 
the May 2 ambush of Jewish settlers in the 
West Bank dty of Hebron, had served as 
an FBI informer in the United States, the 
Israeli newspaper Moarzv reported. 

It quoted Haze eVs father, retired 
U.S. Air Force Col. James A. Mahon of 
Virginia as saying his son was “ planted " 
by tiie Federal Bureau of Investigation in 
a radical organization that planned to 
explode bombs in government buildings in 
the Washington area in 1972. 


Haze’ev, one of six settlers lolled in the 
Hebron ambush, came to Israel after the 
1973 Mideast war and changed his name 
from James Eli Malone to the Hebrew 
name Eli Haze’ev, Maori* said. It reported 
he was a 32-year-old Vietnam war veteran 
who had been wounded in combat 
Haze’ev was living in the Kiiyat Arba 
settlement outside the Palestinian dty of 
Hebron cm the West Bank of the Jordan 
River and was tearing a prayer service 
with other members of the settlement 
when they weree anbushed by Pales tinian 
liberation fighters. 


ChadU given 
full freedom on 
agriculture reform 

ALGIERS, May 12 (AFP) —The Central 
Committee of Algeria’s ruling National Lib- 
eration Front (FLN) has given President 
Chadfi Benjedid complete freedom to change 
the organization of the country’s agriculture, 
a key and controversial sector of Algeria’s 
economy. 

The dispute is among these who favor 
‘'continuity at any price” and those who favor 
a certain liberalization of agricultural 
bureaucracy. 

The central committee, Algeria's highest 
ruling body, at its first regular session this 
year, also entirety backed the president 
regarding cultural problems illustrated by the 
recent Berber unrest at Tizi O nzou. The 
committee forcefully reaffirmed predomi- 
nance of tiie Arab language. 

The agricultural problems, which have for 
some years been a headache for the country s 
rulers and tiie cause of grumbling by the 
public, were at the center of the central com- 
mittee meeting. 

While dedaring itself politically in favor of 
the “agricultural revolution” launched in 
1971, and for self- management in apicul- 
ture, the committee also envisaged a series of 
measures and reforms aimed at easing restric- 
tions, often of a bureaucratic nature, on 
agricultural development 

The committee agreed to give full power to 
the government to take “urgent and indis- 
pensable decisions to put structures and 
socialist agricultural enterprises back in 
order.” 

It also called on the national assembly to 
take all appropriate necessary legislative 
measures aimed at freeing the agricultural 
sector of internal and external constraints 
hindering its socialist development.”

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BEHIND SADAT’S MOVE 

The immediate reason for President Sadat’s suspension of 
the Palestinian “autonomy’' talks with Israel is his awareness, 
so long evaded, of the intrinsic futility of the task. But a no less 
important reason is his realization that die United States is 
about to change tacks on the Middle East TTie Egyptian 
president 7 s move anticipates such a possibility. He does not 
want to be caught on the wrong side of the fence in the event of 
the Americans crossing over from the fatally restricted Gamp 
David side. 

Washington sources agree that a general reevaluation of 
America’s foreign policy, especially on the Middle East, is in 
the offing. The present a dminis tration is sufficiently confident 
about its chance for reelection to begin planning for the 
future. In addition to its attempt to restart a dialogue with the 
Soviet Union, it has seen the necessity of easing its strained 
relations with many of the countries of the Middle East, with 
whom it had so many interests in common. It has realized that 
a continuation of the futile Camp David formula would do 
nothing but endanger those interests, as well as bring the area 
as a whole to the verge of a new explosion. 

A dramatic illustration of this came in the speech given by 
President Carter in Philadelphia, in which he returned to the 
theme of the legitimate rights of the Palestinian people, and 
warned that a delay in their obtainment would only strengthen 
extremism in the area. The administration has recalled the 
American ambassadors in both Egypt and Israel for consulta- 
tions, and the ambassadors to other countries in the area are to 
follow them soon. 

The U.S. administration must be aware that the abandon- 
ment of the Camp David formula and the start for a new 
initiative for a comprehensive and just peace settlement will 
be rejected by Israel; and that a just solution, in which even 
the minim um of Arab demands are accommodated can only 
be imposed on the Israelis. The administration's change of 
heart on this question will remain a matter of words only, 
unless it was willing to go all the way in forcing Israel to respect 
international law and concede the right of the Palestinians to a 
state of their own in which they can fulfill their national 
destiny.

The newspapers frontpaged 
King Khaletfs welcome to South 
Korean President Choi Kyu-Hah, 
who arrived in Riyadh Sunday on 
a three-day official visit to Saudi 
Arabia. They also gave front-page 
play to an agreement signed bet- 
ween the defense ministers of 
Saudi Arabia and France to equip 
the Royal Saudi Navy. The Israeli 
authorities’ forcible ban on the 
expelled Palestinian leaders from 
entering the occupied territory 
figured prominently in the news- 


papers. 

The South Korean president's 
visit to the Kingdom was a major 
topic in the newspaper editorials 
Monday. Some editorials concen- 
trated on the third development 
plan and the Crown Prince's inter- 
view with the Qatari paper. The 
Lebanese situation and the expel- 
led Palestinian leader^ bid to 
enter Palestine were also dealt 
with in some editorials. 

In an editorial, Al Ja&rah spel- 
led out the hope that South Korea 
win announce its recognition of 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization during its president’s cur- 
rent visit to Saudi Arabia.

Mrs. Thatcher’ s nagging splits Europe

LUXEMBOURG - 

The European Community summit meeting here 
recently wasn' t much of an advertisement for Euro- 
pean diplomacy. 

Its break-up in angry disagreement over Britain' s 
contribution to the Community budget did nothing 
to enhance the international political image of the 
West after the fiasco of the American rescue raids in 
Iran and the resignation of Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance. 

The meeting of the nine heads of government, 
including Britain’s Margaret Thatcher, the French 
President Giscard (fEstaiug, and West German 
Gsaaoellor Helmut Schmidt, with Italian Premier 
Francesco Cossiga in the chair, missed a double 
opportunity. 

First, a settlement of the British claim to a 
reduced net contribution to the Community budget 
— currently estimated at over $ 2250 million — 
would have removed a serious obstacle to the 
Community’s cohesion and future internal 
development and eliminated a source of rancor 
between its leading members, especially Britain and 
France. 

Second, a display of European unity and readi- 
ness to put its own house" in order, would have 
shown realism and a sense of proportion at a time of 
world crisis. It would have strengthened the ability 
of Europe’s leaders to play a more active moderat- 
ing, mediating and supporting role in relation to the 
United States' dealings with Iran, the Middle East 
and the Soviet Union. 

The sad fact is that agreement was almost wi thin 
the grasp of the Nine. The summit came, in the 
words of Roy Jenkins, the president of the Euro- 
pean Commission, “tantatizmgly’’ dose to agree- 
ment and the disappointment at its failure was all 
the greater. 

The dark international outlook seemed to be 
encouraging the Europeans to make a supreme 
effort to settle their own problems, thus freeing 
their hands to deal with bigger international tasks at 
a time when United States leadership and diplo- 
macy had hit rock bottom. 

The preceding summit in Dublin last December 
had ended in acrimonious division, with Mrs. 
Thatcher sticking firmly to her daim for the refund 
of $ 2J250 Bullion of “our money*'. She had been 
offered some $ 790 milli on from the mech anis m 
established in 1975 to compensate poor countries 
whose budget contribution was a disproportionate 
burden. In addition there had been discussion of 
some extra money from increased Community 
spending in Britain. 

Giscard wanted any rebate to be a once- only 
payment. Thatcher was pressing for a long-term 
arrangement — to last at least until agreement was 


reached on reform of the budget structure and its 70 
per cent expenditure on farm support under the 
Common Agricultural Policy. 

The main reason for Britain's deficit is that, with 
fewer farmers and a high level of food imports from 
outside the Community, it gets less back and pays in 
more thau any other Community member, induct- 
ing the richest, France and Germany. 

By the time the last meeting began here lower- 
level diplomacy had revealed what appeared to be 
the framework of an agreement consisting of the 
.three elements. 

1. The financial mechanisms which might cut $ 
790 million from the deficit 

2. Increased Community spending in Britain on 
projects which further Community aims, such as 
“ convergence" between the richer and poorer 
economies of the Community, developing transport 
and expanding coal and other energy production. 

3. A long-term negotiation to reform the budget 
structure and agricultural policy, which would 
remove the main cause of the British deficit. 

There was speculation that this package might 
bring Britain a rebate of between $ 1350 and $ 
1,700 million. Would Mrs. Thatcher accept less 
than the whole loaf? 

There were two other important elements in the 
negotiations, apart from the amounts of money. 
One was the duration of any agreement. Thatcher 


wanted a six-year agreement with provision for 
review in the light of progress in reforming the 
budget The French wanted a shorter period of one 
or two years. 

The other element was the French insistence on 
linking a budget solution with a settlement of all 
other outstanding Community problems — espe- 
cially farm prices, fisheries policy and lamb market- 
ing. 

Thatcher rejected any formal linkage, arguing 
that these other matters should be discussed in para- 
llel with the budget “in the same time-scale.’’ 

The British were pressing for a freeze on all surp- 
lus farm products, milk, sugar and wine, and a price 
increase of not more than the 2.4 per cent proposed 
by the Commission. Europe’s farmers were lobby- 
ing haxdfor a nearly 7 per cent price increase, and in 
their meetings here the eight agricultural ministers, 
with Britain disagreeing, settled on a 4.5 per cent 
increase. 

One reason for Britain? s opposition to linking a 
deal over the budget with an increase in farm prices 
was the fear that the inevitable increase in Com- 
munity spending on agriculture would reduce the 
value of any rebate Britain might get . 

This fear would have been removed by the 
ingenious new formula presented by the French, 
under which agreement would be expressed in the 
form of a ceiling to Britain's net contribution rather 


than in terms of a rebate; it would not rise with t 

in farm prices (though the latter would mean hi 
food prices in Britain, as in -other member o 
tries). 

The quid pro quo was that Britain should li 
veto on the proposed increase in farm prices 
drop its insstence on a freeze on surplus produ 

Germany agreed to negotiate on this baas, < 
though it meant Germany would have bad to 
most of the bill — to pay the British and to fia 
the Common Agricultural Policy and French 
mers. A dozen or so variations, with different s 
of money coupled with different duration and c 
ditioos, were tried and failed, mostly rejectee 
Thatcher. 

After hours of prolonged haggling, Giscanl 
Schmidt came up with a joint proposal, their 
offer. This would have given Thatcher a 
three-quarters of the S 2,250 million she had 
asking for, provided she accepted a 5 per ' 
increase in farm prices. 

To general astonishment and exasperation 
rejected this, too. Its duration after the first 
yean, she said, was not dearly enough defim 

So the talks broke down, and Giscard 
Schmidt swore not to discuss the matter again i 
su mmi t council.

Chinese to lose Four Big Freedoms

LONDON — 

China's citizens are being informed that their 
constitutionally guaranteed Four Big Freedoms 
“prevent the enjoyment of democratic rights." 

These announcements cap the effort to excise 
from the Chinese constitution the right “to speak 
out freely, air views fully, hold debates, and write 
big-character posters." The end is near for these 
unique forms of communication in Chinese mass 
politics. 

The Four Bigs or Rights, as they came to be 
known, emerged in the late 1950s during the 
Hundred Flowers, a time in which, to Mao Tse- 
tung’s surprise, intellectuals took advantage of a 
brief thaw to question the course of the revolution. 

It is now claimed that the Four Bigs were crimi- 
nally misused during the subsequent anti-rightist 
movement, which witnessed the disgrace and ban- 
ishment of thousands. 

Although be admits that many errors were com- 
mitted at that tme. Vice-Premier Deng Xiaoping 
has reiterated that the 1957 campaign itself was 
necessary to restore order and discipline, two of the 


current party watchwords. Rather than insuring 
against the misuse of the constitutional guarantees, 
however, the party has decided to get rid of them. 
“We made a mistake there," Deng says. 

How is it that such guarantees, in the words of a 
key official, “created an opportunity for some peo- 1 
pie to encourage factionalism, confusion, and dis- 
ruption in work, education, and scientific 
research?" 

It is alleged that some especially “bad elements” 
(a constitutionally proscribed criminal class of 
unclear definition) took advantage of the Four Bigs 
to compose big-character posters designed to leak 
parly and state secrets. The imprisoned dissident 
Wei J ing sheng, who posted his views at the now- 
dismantled Democracy WaQ, is named as one such 
“bad person”. 

Other “bad people" exploiting the Four Big 
Freedoms framed the innocent, masterminded an 
infinity of legal miscarriages, and generally trans- 
formed the Bigs into “four stone blocks or four iron 
rods weighing on the backs of the people.'* 

Only “bad people" were protected by these 
bourgeois rights, a well-known actress is reported 
as saying. Even President Liu Shaoqi could not 
defend himself when he turned overnight into a 


“traitor,” “renegade" and “scab." Under sud 
cumstances what democratic right is there to s 
of?

But Binaisa aide 
claims civilians 


still hold power 

KAMPALA, May 12 (AP) — A spokes- 




man for soldiers loyal to army Chief of Staff 
David Oyite O jok said Monday they were in 
full control of Uganda, but an aide to civilian 
President Godfrey Binaisa said Binaisa was 
still freely exercising the powers of his office. 

Soldiers ticking Ojok held control of the 
government radio station and Kampala's 
main post office for the second day. although 
few soldiers were seen on the streets. Many 
office workers stayed home and the capital 
remained quiet. 

"The military commission is in full control 
of the country," the spokesman said in Kam- 
pala, He said the commission was in continu- 
ous session and was deciding its actions by 
unanimous votes. 

Binaisa was at his official residence in 
Entebbe, (32 kilomteres) away from Kam- 
pala. He was reported Sunday under the pro- 
tection of soldiers from neighboring Tan- 
zania. 

Asked whether Binaisa continued to act as 
president, an aide, readied by telephone, 
replied: “Oh. yes." 

Despite a military call for Ugandans to go 
to wort as usual, streets were nearly deserted 
in Kampala and few cars were running at 8:30 
a.m.. when the dty of 400,000 is usually 
bustling. Most taxis were not operating. 

Banks, government offices and many shops 
opened an hour later, although many were 
short of workers. The post office, on the main 
street, remained dosed under military guard. 

An employee of a central Kampala hotel 
said: "I came to work-in fear. So far. we are 
OK, although we expect anything at any time. 
Pray for me and all Ugandans." 

The military revolt developed after 
Binaisa, citing a worsening security situation, 
dismissed Ojok from his army command 
Saturday. Ojok. supported by allies on the 
military commission, refused to go. 

The six- man commission nominally com- 
mands no troops and has no powers of deci- 
sion. It is an arm of the natiooal consultative 
council, the interim parliament pending elec-

But the commission indudes as members 
Ojok and Major General Tito Okello, the 
army commander, both allies of former Pres- 
ident Milton Obote, in Tanzanian exile since 
he was overthrown by dictator Idi Amin in 
1971, plans to return home this month to 
prepare for presidential elections in which he 
would be Binaisa’ s main opponent 

The commission's chairman is Labor 
Minister Paul Muwanga, another Obote 
backer. Binaisa shifted Muwanga from a 
more powerful job as minister of internal 
affairs, in charge of civilian security forces, in 
a cabinet shuffle some months ago. 

Muwanga. Ojok and Okello were all in 
Kampala. Two commissi on members who 
might have opposed the revolt — deputy 
Defense Minister Lt Col. Maria, and Uoweri 
Musjeveni. minister for regional coopera- 
tion, were out of the country. 

In Dar Es Salaam, the Tanzanian capital, 
Obote said Monday he was not behind the 
crisis and would not return if the military 
rebels called him back. 

The revolt presented Ugandans with their 
second and potentially most explosive gov- 
ernment crisis in the year since Tanzanian 
troops a-d a small Ugandan exile force 
ousted Amin and ended an oppressive milit- 
ary regime. Political squabbling among 
civilian and military factions forced Yusufu

Lule. the first president after Amin, out of 
office after only two months. 

Binaisa received Tanzanian endorsement 
to succeed Lule. But the British- trained 
lawyer, who spent most of the Amin years in 
the United States, has failed to curb inflation, 
large-scale corruption and repeated waves of 
revenge killings and armed robberies. 

The military commission appeared to be 
moving cautiously in their drive to take 
power from 'Binaisa. Some observers 
believed they were unsure of the reaction of 
some 10,000 Tanzanian troops who remain 
in Uganda and are still the country’s strongest 
armed force. 

The commission has avoided declaring an 
all-out coup. It denied Binaisa use of the 
government radio but made no immediate 
move to oust him from his Entebbe resi- 
dence. 

Late Sunday night, the commission broad- 
cast a ban on all foreign exchange transac- 
tions, another sign of a step-by-step exten- 
sion of its claimed authority. 

An employee at the government radio said 
Monday morning: “The military authorities 
are the ones making announcements. We 
don't know what is actually tatting place." 

When the power-struggle eiupted on 
Saturday, several ministers were out of the 
country because of Yugoslavas President 
Josip Broz Tito's funeral. 


HO CHI MINH CITY, May 12 (AFP) — 
“ Cold, austere, rigid, impenetrable, calculat- 
ing. Maoist" are the words most often used by 
Saigonese to describe "northerners” — par- 
ticularly the rivfl servants who since 1975 
have arrived in a steady stream from Hanoi to 
help direct local affairs in the South. 

“Communism's aim is to raise the level of 
die people so that everyone can be happy, not 
to make everyone poor and unhappy,” a 
Saigon resident grumbled in private. "When 
poverty becomes a revolutionary reference, 
when austerity becomes the foundation of 
morality, this is no longer Communism. It is 
Maoism. There are many Maoists among the 
teams from the north." 

Saigonese amuse themselves these days 
with a play on words. In Vietnamese, the 
word " Maoist” is pronounced “Mao-it” The 
word "it” means “little." Saigonese now call 
the northerners “Mao-nhieu" for "Mao- 
much.” 

But some people do not joke, “There are 
many (northerners) for whom I have enorm- 
ous affection,” Ngo Con Due — a veteran of 
the “Third Force" and now director of Viet- 


nam’s only “private” daily newspaper 
said. “But I do not like the corrupt ones, the 
conservatives, the Maoists, those who ask too 
many sa crifi ces and do not think about hap- 
piness." 

“Many functionaries call themselves 
.revolutionaries simply because they come 
from the north," a professor of agricultural 
economy said. 

The former health minister under South 
Vietnam’s provisional revolutionary gov- 
ernment, M rs , Duong Quynb Hoa, makes a 
distinction between those northerners "who 
have the sickness erf dogmatism" and the rest 
of the population in the northern provinces. 

“These are people who were asked for 
more than 30 years to make enormous sac- 
rifices. Today, they have to accept the fact 
dial the people for whom they fought and 
sacrificed live better than they do,” Mis. 
Duong said. “The Saigonese are still fragile. 
The northerners are hardened, used to sacrif- 
icing for tiie revolution, and can take a few 
more years of deprivation. Many northerners 
who come here ask questions when they see 
the abundance of goods and the Irving level of 


the Saigonese. They are deeply unset ' r "

Belgian parties to build new government 


BRUSSELS, May 12 (AP) — The leaders 
of six political parties have agreed to form a 
new government, caretaker Premier Wflfried 
Martens reported Sunday. 

He said the accord still has to be approved 
by members of the proposed coalition parties 
— the Flemish and French-speaking win gs of 
the Christian Democrat, Socialist and Liberal 
parties. 

If agreement is approved quickly by the 
proposed members. Martens said he could 


start the delicate job of putting together a 
new bilingual cabinet by next week. 

The new government would be Belgium’s 
26th since World War 11. 

If any of the six parties reject a proposed 
new government program, "we will have to 
have early elections," Martens said. 

Observers said the composition of the coal- 
ition, bringing together Socialists and the 
Conservative Liberal party, reflects the 
desparate political situation in Belgium, 


where politicians have toiled with autonomy 
programs for the country’s two linguistic 
groups for more than 10 years. 

About 6 million Belgians speak Flemish 
and about 4 million speak French. 

Last week. Martens said he and the leaders 
of the five other parties had agreed on a plan 
to grant fiscal independence to Flanders, the 
Flemish-speaking northern half oi Belgium, 
and Wallonia, the country 1 s French-speaking 
southern zone 


BELGRADE. May 1 1 (AFP) — The nam- 
ing of a new head of state — for a year only — 
will mark the resumption this week of politi- 
cal activity in Yugoslavia after a lull during 
President Josip Broz Tito’s four-month ill- 
ness and a complete halt of several days after 
his death. 

The occasion will provide an opportunity 
for his successors to prove the continuous 
functioning of the complex political system 
aimed at assuring the unity of this multi- 
national country. 

Lazar Kolisevskf, of Macedonian national- 
ity, who became chairman of the "presiden- 
tial state college" with Tito’s death, will in the 
envisaged course of events be replaced on 
Thursday, while at the same time re maining 
one of the college’s eight members. 

This organ represents the six republics and 
two regions of the federal Yugoslav state. 

It was expected here Monday that Cvijetin 
Mijatovic. a Bosnian and former editor of 
Konmnist, the principal organ erf the Yugos- 
lav League of Communists, who is former 
ambassador in Moscow and became vice- 
president on May 4. would be named Yugos- 
lavia’s new head of state. 

However, the possibility that the post will 
go to 66-year old Sergej Krajger. who rep- 
resents Slovenia and has held important peti- 
tions at individual republic and federal level, 
was not excluded. 

Yugoslavia's new president, whose func- 
tion will not solely be that of a figurehead. 
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will nevertheless not inherit more than a min- 
imal proportion of the power wielded by Tito. 
Even the fact that the title of "president of 
the republic” has disappeared is symbolic of 
the change. 

The new president will also not hold the 
title of chairman of the League of Commun- 
ists, die country’s sole ruling party, as did 
Tito. 

Meanwhile, as implementation of the con- 
stitution to which Tito attached such impor- 
tance gets under way. normal diplomatic 
activity is resuming in Belgrade. 

It is of considerable significance that the 
first major talks here since the departure of 
the world personalities who came for Tito’s 
funeral have been between Foreign Minister 
Josip Vrhovec and his Cuban counterpart 
Isidore Maimierca.

MANILA. Philippines. May 12 CAP) — 
The Filipino military claims it has found a 
former Japanese soldier who stayed in a 
Philippine jungle after World War U. The 
Japanese embassy said Monday it is not con- 
vinced. 

“1 have no information that he is Japan- 
ese," said Dr. Yoshi Hirose. an embassy first 
secretary who handles such cases. He said he 
plans to visit Mindoro Island, 135 kilometers 
south of Manila, to try and verify die Philip- 
pine constabulary claim. 

Hirose said Isao Miyazawa, a former intel- 
ligence captain in the Japanese Imperial 
Army, reported by messenger that he met 
Saturday with the man. w hom he identified as 
a member of a primitive Mangyan tribe 
named Mondoka. 

“The message gave no information 
whether he is Japanese or Mangyan." said 
Hirose.

Soviet intervention on agenda 


NATO prepares for Muskie 


BRUSSELS. Belgium. May 12 ( AP) — 

It is billed as the Western alliance's first 
high-level conference in response to the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 

But Wednesday's joint meeting of 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization fore- 
ign and defense ministers may be remem- 
bered instead as the alliance's first 
response to Edmund S. Muskie. The new 
U.S. Secretary of State, sworn in Thurs- 
day. will be undertaking bis first foreign 
mission under the scrutiny of his counter- 
parts from the 14 other NATO nations. 

“The purpose of the meeting is to regis- 
ter solidarity within the alliance in regard 
to recent events in Afghanistan." a NATO 
diplomat said. “But what everyone will 
probably be focussing on is Muskie." 

When Muskie' s predecessor. Cyrus R. 
Vance, resigned to protest the Iran policy 
of the administration of President Jimmy 
Carter, leaders of several NATO coun- 
tries. inducting Britain. West Germany 
and Italy, issued statements of regret 
Vance's low key approach to diplomacy 
suited the European style. 

“Of course there will be comparisons 
between the two — Muskie and Vance," 
said the diplomat who asked that his 
name not be published. “It's only 
natural." 

At the meeting, the allies are expected 
to announce a series of long and short- 
term responses to Soviet activities in 
Afghanistan, which have rekindled fears 
of Russian armed might in the United 
Slates and Eestern Europe. 

The measures, described by one official 
as “unspectacular." are believed to fail 
into the category of acceleration — by 
months or years — of previously agreed- 
upon plans. 

Most of them are designed to increase 
allied strength in European defense and to 


make up for any potential diversion of 
U.S. forces to other parts of the world. 

But officials are quick to point out there 
are no plans to reduce U.S. strength in 
Europe or shift 300.000 U.S soldiers in 

Europe to fight small wars in other pans of 
the wqiid. The changes would involve 
U.S. soldiers in domestic U.S. posts ear- 
marked for deployment to Europe in case 
of emergency. 

Officials in Brussels and Washington 
say die measures likely to be agreed on 
include a strengthening of the number of 
training programs of reservists in Europe 
to make them able to respond more 
quickly to an invasion. Sharpening of 
NATO readiness, for example, equipment 
needed for a response would be shifted 
from warehouses to trucks to cut down 
supply tines and the time needed to pre- 
pare military hardware for use. An 
increase in funds for electronic warfare, 
such as jamming stations that interrupt a 
potential enemy’s communication system. 
An increase in stockpiles of ammunition 
available for fostant use in case of war. 
Some nations with stocks for a 30-day 
fight would be asked to increase their 
at-haod stocks to a 90-day supply. 

The long-term measures would indude 
a renewed commitment by all NATO 
nations to increase their defense spending 
by 3 per cent as they agreed to do at a 
summit meeting in Washington in 1978. 

The Europeans may also agree to insti- 
tute contingency plans touse their nations' 
civilian wide-bodier 

“This is not a case where the United 
States comes in with a shopping list and 
the allies are asked to agree to them." the 
diplomat said.

STOCKHOLM, May 12 (R) - Nearly a 
million Swedish workers returned to their 
jobs Monday ending the country's biggest 
ever labor dispute, but it could take weeks for 
the nation to get back to normal. The Swedish 
Employers Federation (SAF) last night 
rejected proposals put forward by govern- 
ment mediators but then reversed its decision 
after a government plea to end the industrial 
strike. 

The employers initially said the 6.8 per 
cent wage rises would force up the price of 
goods and indirectly harm Swedish exports 
and the economy in general. The agreement 


Soviets plan 
reform move 
for oil export 


MALMOE. Sweden. May 12 (R) — The 
Soviet Union is carrying out a radical reform 
of i is oil industry that will guarantee it clien- 
tele as a net exporter of oil throughout the 
coining decade, according to a report pub- 
lished here Monday. 

A Swedish research company specializing 
in monitoring the Soviet petroleum industry. 
Petrostudies. said the reform means a com- 
pletely new economic approach to the exploi- 
tation of mineral resources in the Soviet 
Union, a drastic increase in domestic prices 
for crude and more efficient exploitation of 
oil fields. 

The new policies, based on a planning 
document that came into force last 
November, "will put an end to 30 years of 
systematic underexploitation of oilfields.” 
the 260-page report said. The increase in the 
price of crude, which has remained stable for 
1 3 years at the equivalent of $2.75 per barrel, 
probably would not be passed along to the 
consumer of refined oil but might be reflected 
in a decreased profit margin in the refining 
industry.

South cannot go 
down if he ducks fee queen, 
regardless of how the dubs 
are divided, but he can go 
down if be covers fee queen 
wife fee king and it turns out 
that fee opening lead was a 
singleton. 

Since making the contract is 
always declarer's first con- 
sideration, it must be right to 
dude the queen at trick three.

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Hard-liners fill Iran Majlis 


TEHRAN, May 12 (AP) — Hard-line 
Islamic fundamentalists have woo a majority 
in the new Islamic parliament. Radio Tehran 
reported Monday. The official Iranian radio 
said that with returns in from all but 25 of the 
247 seats being filled now in the Majlis, or 
parliament. the Islamic Republican party had 
won a total of 1 10 and Muslim fundamental- 
ists running as independents bad won enough 
more to give the IRP a majority. 

The IRP won 50 of the 98 seats decided in 
the first round of voting March 14. In runoff 
elections in 149 other districts Friday, Radio 
Tehran said the IRP had won 60 of the 124 
seats decided by noon Sunday, and most of 
the others went to independents. 

The Majlis at full strength is to have 270 
members, but the runoffs in 23 districts were 
postponed because of unsettled conditions or 
charges of irregularities in the first round of 
voting. But the constitution provides that the 
legislature can convene as soon as two-thirds 
of the members, or 180, are elected. 

Ayatollah Khomeini and other leaders of 
his revolutionary regime have said that the 
Majlis wfl] decide what is to be done with the 
53 members of the staff of the U.S. Embassy 
in Tehran wbo Monday spent their 1 91st day 
as hostages. But no decision appears likely 
before late June or July. 

The U.S. government had hoped that sup- 
porters of {Resident Abolhassan Bani-Sadr 
would win a sizable bloc of seats since he is 
considered a pragmatic moderate who wants 
to end the hostage crisis so he can get on with 
trying to restore the shattered Iranian 
economy. But many of the Islamic fundamen- 
talists want the hostages tried as spies unless 
the United States forces Egypt to return the 
former Shah to Iran and also turns over the 


royal family's holdings in the United States. 

The Swiss Embassy in Tehran, which rep- 
resents the United States there, said it was 
pressing the Iranian government of informa- 
tion on a 54th American prisoner, freelance 
writer Cynthia Dwyer, but has not been able 
to find out where she is being held. 

Mrs. Dwyer was reported arrested last 
Monday night by three revolutionary guards 
in Tehran, and a local newspaper said she was 
accused of being a U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency spy. Informed sources in the Iranian 
capital said she was turned over to the foreign 
ministry on Tuesday. 

Elsewhere, die administration of U-S. 
President Jimmy Carter denied a report in 
the London Sunday Times , quoting Irish dip- 
lomat Scan Macbride, that presidential aide. 
Hamilton Jordan and Iranian Foreign Minis- 
ter Sadeq Gbotbzadeh “messed up” an 
agreement Macbride and New York attorney 
Leonard Boudin had nearly completed with 
Bani-Sadr for the release of the hostages. 

“The report in the London Sunday Times 
has no baas in fact, 1 ’ White House press sec- 


retary Jody Powell said. “Mr. Macbride was 
never authorized to speak for or negotiate for 
die United States government. We were 
never aware of any substantive initiative such 
as those suggested.” 

A newsletter published in Beirut, An - 
Nahar Arab Report, reported that Ghotb- 
zadeh during his recent tour of other Middle 
East nations, told his Arab hosts that Iran will 
be forced to turn to the Soviet Union for help 
if the U.S. economic boycott is supported by 
Western Europe and Japan. 

“The Arab leaders adopted an ambiguous 
attitude to Ghotbzadeh's pleas for help/' the 
report said. 

The nine nations of Che European Com- 
mon Market and Japan have said they would 
take action against Iran if “decisive progress’ 1 
toward the release of the hostages is not made 
by May 17. But they are reported planning 
lesser measures than the ban on all exports to 
Iran except food and medicine which they 
planned before the United States made its 
unsuccessful attempt to rescue the hostages 
without informing its allies. 


Iran leaders feud over royal tomb 


TEHRAN, May 12 (AFP) — A bitter row 
erupted Monday over Ayatollah Sadegh 
Khalkhalf s decision to blow up the marbled 
tomb of Reza Khan, father of the eA-Shah. to 
make way for a public lavatory. 

President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr wanted tt 
turned into a museum but Khalkhali stood 
and watched Sunday as workmen detonated 
20 sticks of TNT placed in the stonework, and 
he was undeterred when much of the huge 
mausoleum was left standing. 

As bulldozers moved in Monday to com- 


plete demolition, aides of Bani-Sadr revealed 
that the president pleaded with Khallchali to 
spare the monument so it could be converted 
into a museum of “imperialist crimes.” 

Bani-Sadr responded angrily to news that 
the tomb had been dynamited. Without nam- 
ing the Ayatollah he told the newspaper 
Bomdod, “The destruction cf the tomb marks 
the continuation of stubborn and irrespons- 
ible power sources.” 

He demanded an official investigation into 
“how and with what authority” the operation 
went ahead.

Tinkling bells 

PEKING, May 12 (AP) — The ordi- 
nary Peking commuter fights through rush 
hour traffic with the bright tinkling of a 
bell instead of a harsh horn blast, doesn't 
bum gasoline and doesn't pollute. 

But he or she shivers in winter, is 
exposed to blinding dust storms in spring 
and sometimes has to worry about park- 
ing, for the “No Parking” signs in this 
capital dty of 8 million people mostly are 
aimed at the bicycle — considered as 
much a necessity for Communist Chinese 
as a car is for Americans. Because of their 
relatively small numbers, parking is not 
yet a major problem for autos. 

The long, dark rows of bicydes flowing 
by in a seemingly endless stream impre- 
ssed New York Mayor Edward Koch on a 
recent visit to Peking. 

Facing a transit strike in the United 
States' largest dty, he remarked: “We’d 
like to see New York Gty look like Peking 
in the mornings. There are over one mil- 
lion bicydes used there.”

enough to meet demand. A Chinese want- 
ing a bicyde registers his request with his 
work unit and, when bis turn comes up, is 
given a coupon entitling him to buy one. 

The Chinese commuter’s cost for his 
wheels is very roughly the same as an 
American's. Three months’ wages for the 
average worker will just about buy a 160 
yuan ($ 1 07) bicyde although other mod- 
els cost about 200 yuan ($ 133). Many 
Americans could buy a car with three 
months’ pay. 

“In Peking, if you don’t have a bicyde. 
if s a big problem,” said one worker whose 
bicyde was stolen early this year, forcing 
him to walk 45 minutes to work for about 
five days until the police recovered it. 

He had locked it, but forgotten to take 
the usual precaution of taking it inside his 
apartment. Police advised patience and 
suggested it was taken by mischievous 
youngsters for a joy ride. Later, they told 
him it was found about 10 miles away, 
lying on the ground, with tile Lode broken. 

Thefts are not common, however, and 
recoveries frequent. Selling a stolen bike 


is difficult for two reasons: buyers won’t 
accept a bicyde that isn* t accompanied by 
the little red “biyde operator's lionise" 
whose number matches the license plate, 
and the scaraty of new bicydes makes 
neighbors curious about new acquisitions. 

The license is like an auto driver’s 
license . A traffic policeman said bicyclists 
who break traffic laws may be lectured or 
fined or have their bicydes impounded for 
a few days, depending on the seriousness 
of the case. He said a rider who causes an 
aeddent would have to pay compensation, 
and there is a daily storage fee of a few 
cents for impounded bikes. 

Over a policeman's loudspeaker can 
often be heard the warning: “ Cydist, what 
are you doing?” 

A recent Peking meeting on traffic 
safety called for measures against “speed- 
ing" bicydes and those that weave reck- 
lessly across the streets. 

The owners are the bane of motorists, 
especially at night, when both cars and 
bikes travel without lights. 


Afghan fighters kill 15 Soviets in attack on parade 


PESHAWAR, Pakistan, May 12 (AFP) — 
Afghan freedom fighters claim to have killed 
15 Soviet and 45 Afghan soldiers in an attack 
on an Afghan revolution day parade in Kuoar 
province. 


The Islamic Alliance for the Liberation of 
A fghanistan announced here that Muslim 
Mujahiddin opened fire from a hideout on a 
rally in Cbigha Sarai, capital of the embattled 
province in eastern Afghanistan. 
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About 40 of the Afghan troops, with their 
weapons, then joined the fighters, the organ- 
ization said. 

The rally, which ended in pandemonium, 
was organized by members of the Co mmunis t 
Khaiq party with support of the Soviet inter- 
vention force to mark the second anniversary 
of the pro-Moscow April 27, 1978 revolu- 
tion, the rebels said. 

The situation in the province remained 
tense as Soviet helicopters made almost daily 
raids on Afghan villages to “ avenge their 
defeat, ” Mujahiddin sources said. 

The fighters also said that several Com- 
munist troops were fczUed Wednesday when 
about 40 Afghan troops mutinied and 
launched attack on Soviet- Afghan positions 
in the area. The defectors came from forces 
sent by Kabul to attack freedom fighters* 
strongholds near Chigha Sarai. 


Top-selling U.S. paper 

Stars sue scandal sheet 


LOS ANGELES, May 12 (OFNS) — 
Actor Steve McQueen says he had an attack 
of “terminal fury 1 ' on reading a recent story 
in the National Enquirer, America's top- 
selling newspaper. It reported that the 49- 
year-old star, once a heavy smoker, was suf- 
fering from terminal lung cancer. 

“It’s ridiculous. A cruel lie,” said 
McQueen. To prove it, he plans a multi- 
million dollar lawsuit against the weekly, 
which is bought by nearly five million Ameri- 
cans. 

McQueen will not be alone. An inflamed 
and growing band of film and televirion 
celebrities has declared war on the sensa- 
tional tabloid in a batde reminiscent of the 
days when Hollywood ganged up to sue Con - 
fidential magazine into extinction. 

At least eight big show-business names are 
sueing the Enquirer for a total of more than 
$66 million in what could prove a major test 
case of America’s notoriously easy-going 
libel laws. 

“I don't know anyone in the industry who 
isn't behind us” says Marty Ingels, a top 
Hollywood agent who is married to actress 
Shirley Jones. Together, they’re sueing for 
$20 million. The Enquirer said Jones (of 
Carousel and other classic musicals) had 
become "a crying drunk.” 

Others pitching in include: 

Actress Carol Burnett, who wants $10 mil- 
lion damages because the Enquirer claimed 
she had a drunken set-to in a Washington 
restaurant with Henry Kissinger, then 
dumped a glass of wine over a guest. 

Veteran actor Rory Calhoun, who has filed 
suit for an identical sum over a story saying he 
had cancer. “A lie.” says Calhoun, “that cost 
me four TV roles." 

Comedian Phil Silvers, also seeking $10 
Bullion because the Enquirer called him. 
among much else, “a has-been.” 

Behind them come a gaggle of TV per- 
sonalities known to millions of Americans. 

Since surveys show the Enquirer *s vast 
readership conasts mostly of housewives in 
the 25-45 age group, America's most ardent 
TV-watchers, the showbiz assault could 
mean serious trouble. But owner-publisher 
of the immens ely profitable paper, Generoso 
Pope, 51, does not appear too worried. A 
former CIA operative. Pope bought the ail- 
ing from the Hearst Corporation 28 

years ago and sent its circulation soaring with 
a Wend of smut, sadism and gore which 
became known in the trade as the “ I-ate- 
my-baby syndrome ” 

In the Seventies. Pope, father of five chil- 
dren, cleaned up the paper’s act, switching to 
a broader mix of celebrity gossip, practical 
advice “help your marriage survive holiday 
stress ” and cheap thrills “I was abducted by 
space dwarfs and examined on their UFO for 
two hours.” 

Up went circulation again. That sort of suc- 
cess invites competition. Rupert Murdoch 

Treetop landing 
ends successful 
balloon voyage 

MATANE, Quebec. May 12 (AP) — 
Marie Anderson and his son Kris landed the 
“ Kitty Hawk' safely in a treetop near the Sl 
L awrence River in eastern Canada Monday, 
ending the first non-stop balloon flight across 
North America. 

The balloon came in at 7:25 a.m. local time 
on the wooded edge of a clearing 9.6 km east 
of Matane in Quebec. Both men were unin- 
jured. They were unshaven, reddened by 
wind and looked tired. 

Matane is about 458 km northeast of Ban- 
gor, Maine, an about 1.770 km north of tfie 
planned landing site in Kitty Hawk. North 
Carolina. Unexpected winds had carried the 
balloon far north of the plotted flight path for 
the last half of the 4,827 km journey. 

The Andersons left San Francisco early 
Thursday. 

“Trying to get into the clearing was a prob- 
lem” Max Anderson said of the landing. 
“The helicopter pilots helped usgetoutof the 
trees.” 

He apparently referred to Canadian armed 
forces helicopters who had been stationed in 
the area since early this morning to await the 
landing. 

Marie Anderson, in a navy blue parka and 
a green striped turtle-neck shin, was ferried 
by helicopter to the airport at Matane, where 
he embraced his wife Patty. His son stayed 
with the balloon. 

Asked what his next goal was, the elder 
Anderson replied. “I think I'm going to go 
home to bed." 

Anderson, who won fame two years ago 
with two other men by becoming the first to 
cross the Atlantic in a balloon, said crossing 
the continent was tougher. 

“In the Atlantic you just get up and go” he 
said. “There is no altitude problem.” 

Matane is on the Gaspe Peninsula, near 
where the St Lawrence meets the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

Because of the hilly, wooded terrain of the 
surrounding country. Anderson, 45, and his 
son, 23, apparently considered landing in the 
river but after dawn they derided they could 
make the clearing. 

The Andersons had announced their land- 
ing plan in a radio message that was moni- 
tored aboard the plane taking Mrs. Anderson 
to the remote area.

London's five bullion houses announced a 
dosing gold price of $513.50 a troy ounce, up 
from Friday's dosing price of $510.50. Gold 
also traded higher in Zurich at $512.50 com- 
pared with $508.50 Friday. Earlier in Hong 
Kong, the metal dropped $2.90 to $507.46. 

Silver was worth $12.88 an ounce in Lon- 
don down from $13 late Friday.
